outdated and will be replaced with a radio transmitting 
system. The Fire Department will keep the present system 
in operation until April 30, 2006. Complete guideines for 
the installation of radio frequency transmission will be 
mailed to all businesses. The two-year window will allow 
time for the businesses to connect to the new system. The 
board unanomously approved the two-year window to 
change to radio-transmitted fire alarms. 

The next appointment of the evening was with 
Water /Sewer Superintendent William Nicholson and the 
Water/Sewer Commissoners. Mr. Nicholson updated the 
board on the water/ sewer projects in town. He also made 
a clarification on the betterments charges as there had 
been some confusion among the residents.

having noted the presence of a quorum of about 120 
voters. 

After a Salute to the Flag and a moment of silence 
for departed Town Meeting members, Mr. Eklund intro- 
duced the town officials present for the Town Meeting, 
including the Board of Selectmen, Town Counsel David 
Jenkins, Town Administrator Michael Botelho, and the 
members of the Finance Committee (FinCom), and then 
reviewed the rules and procedures for Town Meeting. He 
also noted that the following day (February 25) was 
former Selectman Jack DeCosta's 78th birthday and 
mused that he hoped they weren't celebrating the event at 
midnight. 

Under ARTICLE 1, voters were asked to amend 
the Personnel By-Laws to allow for changes in employee 
sick leave to bring six department heads not currently 
under the employee union in line with contracted, union 
employees. 

According to Personnel Board Chairman Bert 
Theriault, "These people have contracts that have been 
negotiated with the Selectmen, and we feel these people 
should be brought in line with the other (contracted) 
department heads.'' 

''On reviewing the non-union people who come 
under the Personnel Board, we found they have not 
stayed up with negotiated contracts as far as benefits," 
Selectmen Chairman Barry Denham added. "We thought 
it was only fair that all town employees receive the same 
benefits." 

"If you look at the article, the only cost that comes 
up may be the $300 per employee — you're talking a total 
of $1,800 ... if everyone doesn't take any sick leave," 
Selectman Steve Lombard said. "I don't think there's 
anyone (here) who will be close to retirement within the 
next four or five years." 

"This brings these six individuals to the same

parity with other (contracted) employees/' Selectman 
Denham said. ''These six individuals have sat back since 
the Personnel By-Law was put into effect and they never 
complained. The clerical workers who work for these 
people get more sick days than they do." 

The Finance Committee (FinCom) said they 
supported the article, since there was "no immediate 
impact on the budget." 

"If you were putting in a 3 percent raise this year, 
it would cost a lot more than what we're (proposing) here 
... it would be thousands of dollars," Mr. Theriault added. 

With that. Article carried via majority vote, 84 to 

32. 

ARTICLE 2, which asked to amend the Personnel 
By-Law vacation leave, was unanimously withdrawn. 

Under ARTICLE 3, voters were asked to amend 
the Personnel By-Law's Classification Plan to establish a 
part-time Conservation Agent. 

"This position is already funded as a part-time 
position ... that's the way it stands at the moment," Mr. 
Theriault said. 

But there was some concern as to the use of the 
word "salary" for a part-time position. "Since when is a 
part-time position salaried?" asked Peter Hodges. "I think 
the term 'salary' is incorrect and it should be amended." 

A motion was made to withdraw Article 3 to be 
taken up at a future Town Meeting. The motion carried 
100 to 15.

TRAINING YOUR PUPPY 

My fuf-py is 3 months old and still poops in the house. What can I 
do? 

Use a crate. Puppies come to think of a crate as their own room, 
not a prison. The puppy goes into the crate last thing at night 
after being walked and is taken outside the first thing in the 
morning. After each meal the pup goes outside to the same spot 
with adult supervision and receives praise after elimination. 
The pup should stay in his crate during the day when he is not 
interacting with family members. He should go outside every 
30-60 minutes when he is free in the house. Most dogs are 
housebroken by 6 months. 

^Nhen can I start teaching him tricks? 

Start immediately! Have short training sessions of 1-2 minutes, 
10-30 times daily. Start with "come, sit, stay'' and then add 
other tricks as you desire. Heel is important with a large breed 
pup. If the dog walks ahead of you on a leash, turn around and 
start walking in the opposite direction. Praise the pup con- 
stantly when he/ she is walking without pulling.

Selectmen agreed to move ahead ... to do away with an 
elected Tree Warden position.'' 

After first moving to indefinitely postpone the 
article (68 to 62); then moving to reconsider the article (110 
to 10); Town Meeting voters at last revisited the original 
article and narrowly approved it, 75 to 57. 

ARTICLE 5, which requested to establish a 
Capital Planning Program for land purchases, was 
withdrawn. 

Under ARTICLE 6, voters were asked to allow for 
quarterly tax billing in the Town of Mattapoisett instead 
of the current semi-annual schedule. 

"All this is doing is going from semi-annual 
billing to quarterly tax billing,'' said Financial Director 
Judy Mooney. "The reason for that is because the first two 
billings are actually estimated at previous assessments. 
We'd actually have two billings out there so the cash flow 
would be better for us. To break it out over a four-cycle 
period would also be beneficial to taxpayers instead of 
two lump sums." Ms. Mooney said taxes would be due on 
August 1, November 1, February 1, and May 1. 

"The main thrust of quarterly tax billing is for 
better cash flow," added Selectman Lombard. "It would 
simply eliminate the need to borrow short-term. We're 
just trying to manage the cash flow of the town in a more 
professional manner." 

"I'm speaking for the retired people of this town," 
said resident George Randall. "Having to borrow money 
to pay their bills does not give the town the option to 
change the billing system. Our monies should draw 
interest for us, not the town. In my honest opinion, I 
believe this article should be defeated." 

Despite this objection, however, the article passed, 

125 to 7. 

Under ARTICLE 7, voters were asked to return 
$293,582.96 to the Stabilization Fund which was previ-

ously disbursed as part of a Plymouth County Civil Court 
Action involving a suit between the Town of Mattapoisett 
and former Deputy Fire Chief Paul Lopes. The money was 
since returned to town coffers from its insurance carrier. 
The article passed, 130 to 1. 

Under ARTICLE 8, voters were asked to transfer 
$24,845.37 from the FY 1998 Overlay Reserve and $25,000 
from the FY 1999 Overlay Reserve and $154.63 from the 
FY 2000 Overlay Reserve to the FY 2004 Overlay Reserve. 
The article carried unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 9, voters were asked to transfer 
$20,000 from Free Cash into the FY 2004 Reserve Fund. 
The FinCom noted that the town's certified Free Cash go 
into this Special Town Meeting was $632,651. With that. 
Article 9 carried unanimously.

"What we're trying to get to is to find the highest 
level of investment for the town," Selectman Lombard 
said. "We're also looking forward to 2006 and it doesn't 
not appear to us we'll have (as much) Free Cash. We need 
to re-energize ourselves so we can budget from a position 
of strength. I know $6,000 doesn't sound like a lot, but 
what we're looking at is a focused 60- to 70-hour contract 
(with financial planner)." 

The FinCom did not recommend the article, 
however, saying it was "premature" to appropriate $6,000. 
"It's my feeling we have enough (talented) people in town 
who can do this," said FinCom member John Appleton.

ARE POINTS DEDUCTIBLE? 



Loan points that buyers pay to 
secure mortgage financing are tax 
deductible. This tax advantage of 
home ownership is for buyers of a 
primary home only The sum of the 
points paid at closing can be 
deducted from the buyer's taxable 
income for the year in which the 
purchase was made. 

Each point equals one percent of 
the outstanding loan, so paying two 
points on a $100,000 loan amounts 
to $2,000. That's not choppped liver 
when it comes to adding up tax 
deductions. 

Although the dollar value for 
points is deductible when buying a 
home, the money paid for points 



when refinancing an existing 
mortgage is a different story. 
People who have refinaced 
existing mortgages (usually to 
get a lower interest rate), cannot 
deduct the points charged in 
connection with obtaining that 
refinancing loan. In those cases, 
the amount paid for the points 
must be amortized (or 
"stretched") over the full length 
of the loan.

remove all the feral animals, or have them trapped and 
tested for rabies and later returned to the wild. Although 
this latter measure is preferred, it would cost about $40 
per cat. The MSPCA was willing to assist with funding 
and resources as needed. 

"It's just going to get worse before it gets better,'' 
Mr. Wheeler said. "We've got kids going out catching 
baby raccoons because they think they're cute ... and 
(kittens) are even more cuter." 

The board unanimously granted permission to 
Mr. Wheeler to have the feral cats trapped, tested for 
rabies, and returned as suggested and work with the 
MSPCA as needed.

they have come up with a couple of viable options: either 
a smaller scale single project encompassing 15 classrooms 
and costing an estimated $6.46 million; or the initial phase 
of a two-phase expansion to add 9 classrooms at a cost of 
$4.65 million. 

'To maintain the current student (enrollment), I 
feel we need at least seven additional classrooms/' Mr. 
Johnson said. "The School Committee feels in light of 53 
students coming in last year, the Phase 1 addition might 
not be enough. So they asked us to support a buildout of 
the entire (two-phase) project. We'd like ... the Selectmen 
to schedule a Special Town Meeting to appropriate some 
design fee money (in March). We'd like to have the 
override election on April 14. The amount of money we're 
requesting (for design) is $350,000 ... which would cover 
us up through awarding a bid for construction." 

Comparatively, Mr. Johnson noted the total 
design fee for the single project would be $489,559, while 
only $357,440 for Phase 1. 

"Some of these costs, whether we do Phase 1 or 
the entire project, are going to have to be dealt with 
anyway," Mr. Johnson said. "We also feel we should 
sprinkle the entire (school) ... which would cost $145,000. 
Also, the Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) require- 
ments come into play — estimated at $720,850 — which is 
required if the project exceeds 30 percent of current 
appraised value." 

"We don't want to creep up (the cost)," Mr. 
ohnson said. "We have a line item in the budget already.

and I think we agree as a community that that's where we 
want to go/' 

When asked if there's still a chance to seek out 
state funding for the project, Mr. Johnson cautioned that it 
would cost more, delay the project for 3 to 5 years, and 
require more stringent building specifications. 

"We're building it to state education specs," Mr. 
Johnson said. "To do what we want to do under (the state) 
would cost $12 million. These rooms are going to be built 
to state education specs .. what we're proposing is basic 
nuts-and-bolts classrooms." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to hold a 
Special Town Meeting on March 22 to consider one of the 
two RMS options and they also voted to approve the 
ballot for the April 14 Special Override Election to appro- 
priate $350,000 to defray the cost of design fees for the 
RMS project. 

At 8:38 pm Town Counsel Daniel Perry addressed 
a request from The Wanderer for a copy of the Executive 
Session minutes of a meeting held on February 2, 2004 in 
the matter between Town Accountant Claudette Coutu 
and Town Clerk employee Loraine McCombe. In a letter 
previously sent to the Selectmen on the matter, Mr. Perry 
stood by his recommendation to deny releasing said 
minutes and in contradiction to a verbal opinion from the 
Plymouth County District Attorney's office. 

"In my view, the confidentiality of Executive 
Session minutes that relate to a disciplinary hearing for a 
town employee may be maintained after the Board acts on 
the disciplinary matter before them," Mr. Perry wrote. "I 
recognize that this position is in an area of the law that 
simply is not settled, and this opinion could invite objec- 
tion and, possibly, litigation. However, the only way the 
Town can afford the employee an opportunity to protect 
his privacy interest is by resisting disclosure, at least

initially. I also recommend that, if you do receive a public 
records request for these documents, you give notice to 
the affected employee and afford him or her a chance to 
participate in any litigation involving the request/' 

"Fm inclined to follow Town Counsel's advice in 
this matter,'' Selectman Laboa said. 

With that, the board signed and unanimously 
approved a written response to The Wanderer denying the 
request via majority vote with Selectman Parker in sole 
opposition. 

At 8:44 pm the board met with members of the 
Finance Committee (FinCom) to discuss funding for a 
suggested sound system for use at future Town Meetings.

Welcome to Mooseport. Starring Gene Hackman and 
Ray Romano. Directed by Donald Petrie. Running time:

I have no idea if the portrait of post-presidential life in Welcome 
to Mooseport is an accurate one, but it looks like an ongoing, hectic 
effort to reassure a former president that he's still top dog. Appar- 
ently, he who once sat in the Oval Office can still count on flocks of 
obsequious aides, eager reporters wherever he goes (I beg to differ 
— do you know what Bill Clinton was doing last week?), and 
hulking Secret Service agents shadowing his steps. Imagine how 
divorced from reality a sitting president must be. (Many of us don't 
have to imagine.) 

Welcome to Mooseport got my ticket vote last weekend based on 
a new rule I made up: If there's a choice between four uninspiring 
new movies, and one of them stars Gene Hackman, go with Gene 
Hackman. The movie isn't exactly a jewel in his crown, but it 
doesn't disgrace him — Hackman is too suavely comfortable with 
comedy to let even a coarsely written sitcom of a movie drag him 
down. Hackman is Monroe "Eagle" Cole, an ex-president coming 
off of two wildly successful terms in office. He's also coming off of 
a nasty divorce; he flees to his vacation home of Mooseport, Maine 
(Canada mostly body-doubles for the Pine Tree State), where he's 
received as if he were a returning king instead of a vacationer. 

Mooseport's mayor has just died, and the townspeople imme- 
diately beg Monroe to step into the job. After some thought, 
Monroe accepts, mostly as a public-relations move (he's concerned 
about getting his presidential library built — it has to be twice as 
big as Clinton's). An interesting comedy might 've followed Mon- 
roe and his staff (including efficient assistant Marcia Gay Harden 
and cringing PR lackey Fred Savage) through the oddities of rural 
politics, perhaps turning the nation's most popular president into 
Maine's most unpopular mayor. 

Instead, we get a second story, that of humble plumber and 
Mooseport native Handy Harrison (Ray Romano), whose 
commitmentphobia endangers his six-year relationship with his 
veterinarian girlfriend Sally (Maura Tierney). He decides to run for 
mayor, too, putting himself in Monroe's politically savvy crosshairs . 




If the movie had been about Handy, a decent, honest fellow 
undone by the unethical demands of seeking public office, we 
might 've had a zesty little satire. 

So whose story is this? Nobody's. We don't know whom we're 
meant to root for, and the movie tips its rather desperate hand 
when both candidates fall into an Alphonse-and-Gaston act of 
endorsing each other for mayor. Do they really care who wins? Does 
the movie care? Should we? Welcome to Mooseport is also the most 
shabbily edited movie released by a major studio in some time. 
When Monroe discovers that Handy has put his name in for mayor, 
it's as much a surprise to us as it is to Monroe ; we seem to be missing 
the scene wherein Handy actually decides to undertake this life- 
changing effort — it's as if the projectionist skipped a reel. Simi- 
larly, when Monroe's shrewish ex-wife (Christine Baranski, in fine, 
scary voice) storms into town to support Handy, Monroe accuses 
Handy of plotting to bring her into the race; Handy denies it, and 
we believe him, but we never do find out who did bring her in. 

For all that, the movie is amiable nonsense, painless enough to 
sit through (provided you do so on your couch when there's 
nothing else good on TV). Ray Romano may be looking to upgrade 
to movies, but I'm not sure that what amounts to a supporting role 
opposite Gene Hackman is going to do it for him. Romano is his 
usual modest, regular-guy self, which works just fine on prime 
time, and is the exact opposite of what's required of a movie star. 
He seems in awe of Hackman, and not just in character as Handy. 
Welcome to Mooseport somehow becomes a behind-the-scenes essay 
on why Gene Hackman — as unlikely a movie star as there's ever 
been, on the surface — has endured for four decades, while the 
presentable, inoffensive Romano should probably go back to stand- 
up after his show is over, or do woolly-mammoth voices in kid's 
cartoons.
